In the Commissariat of the Provinces, 21 
but of 23 belonged to the same race, as 
did 45 out of the 55 members of the Com- 
missariat of the interior. The Commissariat 
for Foreign Affairs was comprised of IT 
members; out of this number, 14 were 
Jews. Taken as! a whole, the percentage 
of Jews in the Commissariats, the highest 
offices of Revolutionary Russia, was during 
the Lenin regime as follows: 

In 1917-18, out of 316 Commissars, 390 
were Jews.

I consider that the' immediote suppression ot 
Bolshevism is the greotest issue now before the world/not even excluding 
the war which is still raging, and unless, as above stated, Bolshevism is 
nipped in the bud immediately, it is bound to^spread in one form or an- 
other over Europe and the whole world, as it is organised ond worked by 
Jews who hove no notionality; ond whose one object is to destroy for their 
own ends the existing order of things. ‘^The only manner in which this
